time. This is especially valid for the dairy industry. While the 
industry makes continual improvements in genetic and manage- 
ment techniques, the production per cow continues to rise. 

The American Guernsey Association encourages its members to 
keep in step with the ever changing dairy industry. Adopting new 
techniques and practices that allow you to increase your per cow profit 
margin is essential for your continued success. The success of this 
association depends on the success of you and the other members. 

One of the best examples of a high return technology is artificial 
insemination. During the last 50 years of AI usage, there have been 
many changes made in the way cattle are evaluated. The dairy industry’s 
current system for evaluating the genetic potential of animals is more 
accurate than every system that preceded it. This is because the sys- 
tem, referred to as the animal model, includes more information than 
its predecessors. 

Although I may not be able to articulate the exact particulars of 
every equation that contributes to the genetic evaluations, many ge- 
neticists have spent their entire lives improving the process of cattle 
evaluation and breeding. I believe that we can rely on the ability of 
these people to provide us with the best genetic evaluation system pos- 
sible. They also do the best job of explaining it since they have con- 
tributed to its development. 

By comparing the actual yield deviations to the Predicted Transmit- 
ting Abilities of different groups of bulls, it is easy to reassure yourself 
that although there are portions of the system you don’t yet under- 
stand, the system is accurate.

This emphatically illustrates two points. First, the PTAs ofa bull are 
very closely related to how well his daughters produce. Second, when 
using an unproven bull, you will make much more progress if you 
purchase these genetics from an A.I. organization in the form of a rack 
of semen, rather than purchasing a jumper bull from your neighbor. 

Improved evaluation systems allow better identification of the ge- 
netic variation present within the breed. By determining which ani- 
mals transmit the most production to their offspring and increasing 
their impact throughout the breed, we can continue to improve the 
breed’s producing ability. Yam,

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Round Table Topic: 
Breeders of Bulls Entering Active Service 


he following round table discussion 
features breeders of the eight new 
Guernsey bulls to appear on the July 

1994 active A.I. list. 

Carl Bosch of Tillamook, Oregon, is the 
breeder of Kilchona Robins Reflection, the 
number 13 ranked active bull. “Reflection” 
is sired by Jonkar Telestars Pride and his dam 
is an Excellent-90 Dendels Orchards Cherie 
Chuck daughter with records over 24,500 
pounds of milk. 

David Edwards of Oakville, Washington, 
bred the fifth ranked Golden Meadows SF 
Vol Ambionic, a Harmony Quantity Volcano 
son. His dam, a Kellogg Minnies Choice 
daughter, is Very Good-85 with production 
records over 21,500 
pounds of milk. 

With her partner 
Leon Zweegman, Jo 
Jo Fulton of Los 
Alamos, California, 
bred the fourth ranked 
Rozelyn Pat Mar P 
Goliath-ET, a Rozelyn 
Pats Prince-ET son. 
His dam, an Excellent-92 Land of Living 
Jennys Honor-ET daughter, has records over 
30,000 pounds of milk. 

Phil Laesch of Curtiss, Wisconsin, is the 
breeder of the number 14 Laeschland NPK 
Breighton-ET. Sired by Clearbranch Jeans 
N P King-ET, “Breighton” is out of the Ex- 
cellent-94 Laeschland TS Biddy, a Maurana 
Wis Telestar daughter with records to 28,930 
pounds of milk. 

The breeder of number 15 ranked Nedrow 
Farms Prides Jamie-ET is Kevin Nedrow 
of Clifton Springs, New York. This Jonkar 
Telestars Pride son is out of an 88 point 
Welcome Choice daughter with records to 
21,890M. 

Other new bulls on the list include num- 
ber 11 Sherma Victorys Ellas Enhancer, bred 
by Amy Sherman King of Bellevue, Ohio; 
Valley Oaks Foxie Fasinator-ET, ranked 
number 22 and bred by Raymond Orisio Jr. 
of Woodburn, Oregon; and Valley Veue V 
Snowking-ET, bred by Staehely Brothers of 
Oregon City, Oregon, and ranked number 23. 


Was your bull on the active ALI. list a 
contract mating? 

Bosch - No, he wasn’t a contract mating. 
Edwards - No, this was not a contract mat- 
ing; I really didn’t know how or what to do 
to get that done. We just bred her to get the 
best animal we could. 

Fulton - No, we selected “Gloria’s” mating. 
Laesch - No, but he was one of three bulls 
resulting from a flush out of Laeschland TS 
Biddy and “NP King”. The first choice male 
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from that flush was contracted to go to West- 
ern Ontario Breeders in Canada. 
“Breighton’s” full brother “Brenton” filled 
that contract and “Breighton” was later sold 
to Western Guernsey Sires. 

Nedrow - Yes, he was a contract mating. 


Why did you mate the dam of your bull 
to his sire? 

Bosch - Kilchona CC Robin was mated to 
Jonkar Telestar Pride because of his high 
numbers at the time “Robin” was bred. 
Edwards - We bred her to “Volcano” be- 
cause he was an outcross for that family and 
he had good feet and legs, decent udders and 
plus percent of protein. 

Fulton -I wanted a mat- 
ing that was a little dif- 
ferent and I had just 
seen a Pat’s Prince 
daughter on the na- 
tional convention tour 
in Washington. Those 
daughters were superior 
in traits that I wanted, 
and we thought it 
would be a good cross. 

Laesch - We mated “Biddy” to “NP King” 
because at that given time he was one of the 
top bulls of the breed for pounds of fat and 
pounds of protein, and he was an outcross 
sire. 

Nedrow - We mated her for high perfor- 
mance and complimentary type traits. 


If A.I. mated the bull’s dam, was that 
your choice as well? Why or why not? 
Fulton -A.I. mated “Gloria” after “Goliath”, 
and yes, we agreed with their mating choice 
on “Jay Greg”. 

Laesch - “NP King” was a mutual choice 
between Murray Reisner, sire analyst at 
Western Ontario Breeders, and myself. 
Nedrow - It was a mutual agreement between 
two A.I. studs and us. 


Did you solicit your bull to A.I., or did 
they come to you? 

Bosch - We solicited A.I. 

Edwards - Bless the sale committee for the 
national at 
Semiamoo in Washing- 
ton and the American 
Guernsey Association 
for getting contracts on 
this mating and one 
more. 

Fulton - Both. We had talked to A.I. about 
“Gloria” but had no contracts. There was 
not a contract until “Gloria” made the top 
20 CPI cows and was working on her class- 
leading record. “Gloria” was about five 


: e only the best genetics and 


months along when Select Sires sent us the 
contract. 

Laesch - We contacted several studs about 
the two “NP King” sons out of “Biddy”. We 
also contacted Western Guernsey Sires and 
they were the ones who eventually bought 
“Breighton”. 

Nedrow - We solicited A.I. 


If you solicited A.I., did you do so be- 
fore or after the calf was born? 

Bosch - We solicited our bull before he was 
born. 

Fulton - We normally solicit the A.I. studs 
prior to breeding our high index cows. If no 
contract is acquired, both AGA and A.I. studs 
are notified when the calf is born. 

Laesch - We did so after the calf was born. 
Nedrow - We solicited our bull before we 


flushed the dam. 


What philosophy should the breed fol- 
low in future selections of young sires 
for AGA young sire groups? 
Bosch - In future selections of young sire 
bull dams, we feel there needs to be a way to 
measure a dam’s abilities and accomplish- 
ments, taking into account the effects of her 
genetic background as well as her environ- 
ment. There must be a way to identify and 
give attention to the extraordinary cow in an 
average herd, as well as a high producing 
cow ina TMR herd or a BST herd. By doing 
so, we would hope to not overlook a cow 
that might have passed on true superior genes 
needed for the future of the breed. We also 
recognize the need for more diversity among 
sires used to mate future bull dams. 
Edwards - Young sire groups need to be 
careful to not breed away the good points of 
Guernseys - average butterfat, high solids 
milk, good dispositions and functional type. 
Fulton - There should not be just one phi- 
losophy to follow. A single philosophy leads 
to a narrow focus, and we don’t need that. 
Our philosophy is to focus on superior pedi- 
grees and traits and try for superior pedigrees 
a “little different”. The “little different” part 
is our use of young sires on our best cows. 
We flush to an A.I. sire 
and breed back to a 
young sire. “Goliath’s” 
maternal brother “Jay 
Greg” is the result of 
pe this philosophy. 
Laesch - The breed 
should try to sample a diverse group of young 
sires. I feel at least two-thirds of the bulls 
should be sired by the top three or four bulls 
for protein pounds as long as they are siring 
functional type. The other one-third should 
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be sired by young sires who have extremely 
high PTA pounds of protein and type. On 
the female side of the pedigree, I think about 
three-fourths of the young bulls should be 
out of the highest indexing cows of the breed 
with some being proven transmitters and 
some young cows who are in or just finished 
their first lactation. One-fourth of the young 
bulls should be out of virgin heifers with ex- 
tremely high PTA values for protein pounds 
and type. Depth of 
pedigree in the cow 
family should be a 
priority also. Sound- 
ness of feet and legs 
and adequate size of 
the bull himself 
should also be con- 
sidered. Most important, we can’t put all of 
our eggs in one basket. 

Nedrow - Use only the best genetics and 
keep raising your standards. 


Do you belong to an AGA young sire 
program? Why or why not? 

Bosch - Yes 

Edwards - Yes, we belong to Western 
Guernsey Sires and are on American Breed- 
ers Service and Select Sires Inc. young sire 
programs. It is everyone’s responsibility to 
take some risk and help prove these young 
bulls. 

Fulton - Yes, we belong to Western Guern- 
sey Sires and American Breeders Service 
young sire programs. My membership and 
use depends on A.I. servicing in our area, 
not on the programs. I’ve had excellent re- 
sults with young sire usage. Some of our best 
young cows are by young sire semen, 
“Goliath”, “Magnum” and “Arnie”. 

Laesch - We were members of Dairybelt 
Guernsey Sires, but now that our herd size 
is greatly reduced, we are only going to use 
young sires out of our own cows. 

Nedrow - We belong to Mid-Atlantic Guern- 
sey Sires. We also use as many young sires 
from all studs and other young sire groups 
as possible. 


What percent of your herd do you breed 
to young sires? 

Bosch - We breed 20 percent of the herd to 
young sires. 

Edwards - We breed at least 50 percent of 
our herd to young sires. 

Fulton - Over 90 percent of my cows are 
bred to young sires, and 100 percent of the 
California herd is bred to young sires, pri- 
marily “Lauren”, “Jay Greg”, “El Gato”, 
“Magician” and “Smokin Justin”. 

Laesch - We breed 25 percent to young sires. 
Nedrow - We breed 40 to 50 percent to 
young sires.

Bosch - A variety is best. Some bulls work 
differently in different herds. 

Edwards - I think the future sires need to 
be plus on percent protein. We must keep 
this in our breed. It is so easy to breed away 
and very slow to come back. I think that 
“Jay” bred to good uddered cows wouid be 
good and “Magic”, maybe. “Ambionic” 
might be good after one more proof. 
Fulton - None. That’s correct, as much as I 
believe in “Goliath” 
(and “Jay”), Iam com- 
mitted to young sire 
use. I would prefer the 
best “Goliath” and “Jay” 
daughter to be mated to 
young sires and those 
bulls promoted. 
Laesch - If limited to one bull, I pick 
“Forestar” right now. He has a high enough 
repeatability to have a lot of confidence in 
his PTA. I also like his type breakdown for 
feet and legs and udder traits. I also think 
“Jay” has to sire a lot of sons as well. 
Nedrow - We would like to see “Jay”, 
“Jimco” and “Goliath” father future sires 
because they are new bulls, have high in- 
dexes and are outcrosses to “Fayette”.

What criteria should a cow have to be 
a bull mother? 

Bosch - Things important to the Guernsey 
breed are milk and the conformation needed 
to keep the cow healthy and producing for a 
reasonable amount of years. Also, a pedi- 
gree showing quality depth on the dam’s side 
should be a plus. 

Edwards - Bull mothers need to be from 
cow families that breed back consistently 
and always milk. They may not be Excel- 
lent cows, but should be Very Good cows 
out of these families that you know will 
make you money. 
Fulton - She should 
be a solid commer- 
cial cow with longev- 
ity. I prefer cows in 
commercial herds 
that have survived 
and survived well. 
She should be at least 3,000 pounds over 
herdmates with a high protein test. Her type 
score should reflect excellent feet and legs 
with a strong ligament. She should be a pow- 
erhouse with great spring of rib and width 
of chest. She also should be out of a good 
family with many other superior family 
members. Western Guernsey Sires has ex- 
cellent criteria for bull mothers. 

Laesch - A cow should be at least Very Good 
with outstanding udder traits and sound feet

and legs. She should be at least plus 100 
pounds of protein over herdmates and have 
a solid cow family behind her with her sire 
and grandsire being high for PTA protein 
pounds. 

Nedrow - She should have functional type, 
high production and fast milkout. We like to 
see several generations of high production. 


Did the dam of your bull deserve to be 
a bull mother? Why or why not? 
Bosch - Yes, we definitely feel “Robin” met 
the criteria to be a bull mother. At 2-07, her 
305 day record was 22,660 pounds of milk 
and 942 pounds of butterfat, and her first 
appraisal was Excellent-90. She had an ex- 
ceptionally natural ability to milk, never be- 
ing “pushed” or pampered in any way. 
“Robin” was a phenomenal cow and we feel 
hopeful that the offspring of Kilchona 
Robin’s Reflection will be an asset to any 
herd. 

Edwards - Yes, I believe “Ambrosia” was a 
good bull mother. She milked easily with a 
good “will to milk” and was out of a strong 
cow family. I feel that Guernseys have a place 
in the current market, but only if we keep a 
consistent product out of functional cows that 
will last. 

Fulton - Yes, she was one of the most out- 
standing cows that I’ve had the pleasure to 
own. Everything about “Gloria” was func- 
tional and correct. She also made an out- 
standing milk record in a commercial herd 
and won the Tarbell Trophy. She was a bull 
mother and also the dam of an outstanding 
daughter. I purchased “Gloria” to breed a few 
outstanding daughters and was very fortu- 
nate to be the breeder of an outstanding bull. 
If “Jay Greg” also proves out, I will be twice 
blessed. 

Laesch - | always felt “Biddy” was deserv- 
ing to be a bull mother. It took me awhile to 
convince the A.I. industry of that. But, now 
that she has three proven sons, there is no 
question she was deserving. Two of her sons 
are over 40 pounds of protein for PTA and 
all three are outstanding in PTA type. She 
still has another “NP King”, a “Frank”, a 
“Prince Andy” and a “Smokey” to receive a 
proof in future years. 
Also many of her 
grandsons are being 
sampled in ALI. 
“Biddy’s” PTA for 
protein was plus 30 
pounds about five 
years ago. Now that she has several of her 
progeny with PTAs of their own, her PTA 
has jumped up to plus 43 pounds of pro- 
tein. It is my hope and dream that “Biddy’s” 
genetics will continue to have a positive in- 
fluence on the Guernsey breed. 

Nedrow - Yes, definitely. She is very func- 
tional, scored Very Good-88 and is a fast 
milker. She has excellent feet and legs, an 
excellent udder and great production. | 
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uernsey breeders across the country 
(5:: saddened by the death of a dear 
friend, Lee Yost. 

On August 22, 1994, Lee died at his home 
in Benton, Pennsylvania, after suffering from 
a serious illness since February. He was 79. 

Lee was very well-known in the Guern- 
sey community. In 1983, he received the 
American Guernsey Association Distin- 
guished Service Award. He was known on 
the tanbark trail as a national judge. He 
served the Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association as a fieldman and business man- 
ager for a combined 14 years until he retired 
in 1987. He was one of the first two people 
to ever receive the Pennsylvania All-Ameri- 
can Dairy Show’s Image Award.

Lee for his sense of humor and outgoing 
personality. He was a highly successful 
breeder, herdsman and judge. He was an avid 
sportsman and liked to spend time with his 
friends. Although he was best known for his 
work with Guernseys, Lee was respected and 
admired by all who knew him, regardless of 
breed affiliation. 

A 1923 graduate of Benton High School, 
Lee worked within the dairy field in a vari- 
ety of ways. For 17 years, he was manager 
of Wyno Farms. He bred and developed nu- 
merous individuals there that went on to earn 
national recognition. 

From 1947 to 1956 Lee worked for the 
Merryman Company of Sparks, Maryland, 
a sale management firm that specialized in 
top-quality Guernsey cattle. While there, 


Lee was an active participator and supporter of the 


Award. Pennsylvania All-American Dairy Show. 


Lee’s reputation as a man of talent and in- 
tegrity became more widely known. 

In 1941 he was honored as the best herds- 
man at the Pennsylvania Farm Show. In 1975 
the World Dairy Expo honored him with the 
prestigious Klussendorf Trophy, which rec- 
ognizes show ring ethics, herdsmanship and 
judging skills. 

Lee is survived by his wife Martha. They 
would have celebrated 58 years of marriage 
on September 15. Also surviving are a son, 
Thomas; a daughter, Maralee; 12 grandchil- 
dren, 11 great-grandchildren, and a sister. 

He was a member of St. James United 
Church of Christ and was laid to rest there 
in the adjacent cemetery. Memorial contri- 
butions can be made to the Pennsylvania 
Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Association.

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God Bless Texas 


J.R. Ewing owned in the television ser- 

ies “Dallas”, but the Moore Family has 
their own dynasty just outside the Dallas city 
limits in the Lone Star State. 

Lavon Farms of Plano, Texas, is owned 
by W. Lee (Bill) and Janeice Moore and op- 
erated by his two sons, Todd and Jon. Their 
“dynasty”, located just four miles from 
Southfork Ranch, consists of dairy, beef and 
grain operations. They farm 500 acres with 
the help of three hired men. 

Great emphasis is put on management at 
Lavon Farms for economic as well as envi- 
ronmental reasons. The milking herd is di- 
vided into groups. The first herd is all Guern- 
seys. Two-year-olds are milked separately as 
a group to help ensure that the older cows 
don’t push 
them out of 
the feed 
trough. This 
helps these 
young cows to 
fill their 
growth re- 
quirements 
faster and in- 
crease their 
production levels earlier in life. The Moores 
are currently milking 20 two-year-olds with 
40 to calve over the next six months. After 
a struggle with faulty milking equipment 
which resulted in the loss of many cows, 
Todd is focusing on rebuilding a better herd 
than ever with these young cows. “This is 
where I have the most fun because this is 
where your assets are.” 

Lavon Farms houses 110 milking Guern- 
seys and Jerseys with the majority of them 
being Guernseys. By February, the family 
hopes to be milking over 100 Guernseys. The 
cows are milked twice daily in a double-six 
herringbone parlor by the full-time milker 
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Heat stress is a major concern in the Lone Star State. The Moores 
are sure to provide adequate shade for animal comfort. 
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and Todd, who does relief 
milking. Prior to entering the 
air-conditioned milking par- 
lor where the cows are fed 
the bulk of their grain, they 
wait in a holding area large 
enough for 100 head. All 
cows are pre-dipped and 
post-dipped with a one-half 
percent iodine solution. 

Cloth towels are used in- 
stead of paper in the milking 
parlor to cut costs. The tow- 
els are washed and dried 
daily which cuts down on the 
expense of buying paper tow- 
els and are more environ- 
mentally sound. 

Cow 
comfort in ex- 
treme tempera- 
tures is a top pri- 
ority at the farm. 
Mist systems are 
placed over the 
feed bunks in 
the coral. When 
on pasture, feed 
is brought to the cows under 
shade trees, many of which are pecan trees, 
and much of the grazing is done at night. 

Fly control also figures into the manage- 
ment formula at the farm. The lot is scraped 
at least three times a 
week, and all animals 
are treated with a so- 
lution once every three 
weeks that is poured 
over the body as an ac- 
tivating film. This liquid is poured over the 
animals at the grain bunk and can be used 
on lactating cows. One gallon, which costs 
approximately 15 dollars, will treat 40 head, 
making it very cost-effective. Mother nature 
also provides her own 
insect control with 
egrets, birds that fol- 
low the cattle and 
feed on the insects. 

The Moores 
follow a strict pro- 
gram for healthy feet. 
Hooves are trimmed 
when the cows are dry 
and all cows walk 
through a copper 
sulphate and water 
foot bath twice a day. 

Because of 
heat stress that occurs 
during the summer 
months, the Moores 
try not to milk many 
cows from June to Au-

gust. They plan to be milking 70 Guernseys 
by February. As the herd continues to move 
towards intensive grazing, the Moores try 
to pasture year-round. With cows on pas- 
ture, water is a big concern. To prevent them 
from drinking con- 
taminated water, the 
cattle aren’t given ac- 
cess to natural sources 
such as ponds or 
creeks. Instead, water 
is either piped or hauled by truck to the pad- 
docks. 

In addition to pasture, the ration consists 
of alfalfa, coastal bermuda, sudan, whole cot- 
tonseed when in season, and a grain mix of 
75 percent protein concentrate. Bermuda 
grass and sudan (a sorghum hybrid that is 
drought resistant) are grown on the farm. Due 
to the climate, alfalfa does not grow well. 
To ensure they are feeding top quality for- 
age, the Moores purchase alfalfa. Another 
crop that is grown on the farm is combine 
maize, a variety of corn that thrives in drier 
climates. Two or three weeks before calv- 
ing, dry cows are fed a ration similar to the 
milk cow ration to ease them into the transi- 
tion. All cows have free choice of minerals. 

Todd is committed to using young sires 
and belongs to Dairybelt Guernsey Sires. 
Although three bulls are kept on the farm 
for clean-up breeding, forty percent of the 
herd is bred to young sires with the remain- 
ing bred to the top bulls such as Prince Jay, 
Magic, Smokey, Perfecto, Able and Protein 
King. “As breeders, we’ve got to be selec- 
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some of the commercial herds for bull moth- 
ers. If you have a cow milking over 20,000 
pounds in a box stall, that is good; but a cow 
making 20,000 pounds fighting at the feed 
bunk is better,” stressed Todd. 

Over the years, many superb cattle have 
been bred or developed at Lavon Farms. “We 
can accredit a lot of the success here to the 
Mungles, as well as the Oklahoma Consign- 
ment Sale,” Todd graciously says of his Okla- 
homa Guernsey friends. Lavon Farms TV 
Hornet P-ET, an Excellent-91 Victory daugh- 
ter, is the first Guernsey ever bred by the 
Moores to score over 90 points. “Hornet”, 
who relates back to the Mungle herd, has 
been flushed. Another family favorite, due 
to her longevity, is Lavon Farms King H 
Louise, an 84 point King Henry daughter, 
has never been to a show, but milks well and 
breeds back. As an 11-year-old, she made 
over 15,000 pounds of milk. A favorite of 
Bill’s is Brookberry Jolly Monitor, a bull that 
he purchased in a dispersal sale who _be- 
came well-known in the show circuit. 

Extra care is also paid to the younger 
members of the herd. Newborns are bottle- 
fed in a well-ventilated calf barn for two 
weeks and then put on a bucket for around 
eight weeks. “Colostrum and feeding at the 
same time every day are the keys to getting 
calves off to a good start,” Todd rational- 
ized. “If you can’t raise calves, you can’t 
farm.” At weaning, the calves are vaccinated 


and dehorned electronically. They are fed hay 
and calf starter as soon as possible after birth. 

Promotion is an area where Todd feels that 
Guernsey breeders need to take more of the 
responsibility themselves saying, “Breeders 
can’t depend on the Association to do all the 
promoting for us. With hard times, I feel that 
everyone should do their part in getting us 
over this hump.” The Moores practice this 
philosophy in several ways. They have con- 
tinually had a string of Guernseys at the 
Southwest Exposition and Livestock Show 
in Fort Worth, Texas, where they are the 
minority. Exhibiting at this show paid off last 
year explained Todd saying, “Three or four 
Holstein breeders came by and said I had 
the milkiest cows in the barn.” For fifteen 
years, they have donated a calf to the State 
Fair of Texas in addition to hosting children 
from neighboring schools for field trips. 

Lavon Farms originated in 1934 with 
Bill’s father when it was a diversified family 
operation. Bill brought Guernseys to the farm 
in 1951 when he bought his first Guernsey 
in Carrollton from Bluffview Guernseys. 
Before he decided to go into the business, 
he bought three or four for family cows. To- 
day the Guernsey herd is 100 percent regis- 
tered and the family is committed to keep- 
ing it that way. To Todd, there is no alterna- 
tive to registered cattle. “If you’re not regis- 
tering your cattle, how do you know if you’ re 
building genetics?”

The skills she accumulated during her 
seven-year tenure as a home economics 
teacher have been beneficial to Bonnie many 
times when the family has hosted field trips 
at their farm for school children. She sets up 
different educational stations around the farm 
for the kids to visit to learn new things. 
Bonnie is committed to the learning process 
and volunteers once a week as a tutor at her 
local school where she also serves on the par- 
ent advisory committee. 

On the home front, hospitality is an im- 
portant priority to Bonnie at the farm as well 
as in her home. From the moment guests are 
greeted by her perennial beds of flowers or 
the seasonal display, she tries to make them 
feel at home. Many visitors have stayed in 
the Ayars’ home, and if she knows they’re 
coming ahead of time, Bonnie won’t let them 
go away empty handed. Most guests hope to

sample her famous cherry pie which earned 
Bonnie the grand champion pie award at the 
state fair. From this, she was able to com- 
pete in the Crisco Family Circle All-Ameri- 
can Pie Contest in Nashville, Tennessee. As 
a child, Bonnie wanted to sing on the Grand 
Ole’ Opry stage, but she ended up cooking 
on it when she participated in Crisco’s na- 
tional contest. 

The church has always been at the core 
of Bonnie’s activities. She has been the chair- 
person of the Pastor Parish Committee for 
the last six years and is continually called 
upon for any special projects that require her 
assistance. She shares her talent by singing 
in the church choir. 

Bonnie is a talented performer and admits 
that singing for her friends in agriculture has 
special meaning for her. This might be due 
to the fact that Bonnie met her husband while 
entertaining at an intercollegiate judging 
contest banquet where John was present as 
a former high individual of the contest. A 
highlight of Bonnie’s singing career thus far 
has been singing the Star Spangled Banner 
at the North American International Live- 
stock Exposition in Louisville, Kentucky. 
Her musical programs are written and geared 
for her audience. She also performs a Mary 
soliloquy at Christmas. In addition to receiv- 
ing a bachelor’s degree in Home Economics 
from the Ohio State University, Bonnie 
nearly has a music degree from Otterbein 
College. 

Never allowing herself to have a narrow 
vision, Bonnie keeps a broad perspective by 
staying involved in her community, church 
and support of youth, in addition to her dairy 
and agriculture activities. She has adopted 
this philosophy to try to return to agricul- 
ture and dairy farming what it has given to 
her. As she and John so eloquently put it,

us has been directly related to cows.”
